WAIUIANTKK DJIEDS FOB BALE, 


. MayUO, 


In one nf myfoitenuaa among the raouii- 


meuia that hallow aim beautify world-re- 
nowneJ Westminister Abbey, the thought of 
the stern old " Protector " so. wrought upon 
my fancy, that 1 at once determined to glean 
all I could relative to the final diapoaition 
of his remains. 


Nearly two hundred years havo rolled 


away since the death of OKvtr Croiuwcll. 
Changeful a.s were his fortunp.s iti life, the 
vicinsittidesi which iiefol hU earthly renmius 
were not lusa etriking. When death struck 
down the renowned champion of ecclesias- 
tical right and religious liberty, his body 
wan embalmed and inteued in great pomp 
in Westminster Abbey. After tne restora- 
tion of the Stuarts it was disinterred, agree- 
ably to a .sentence which will forever black- 
en that kingly name, and ignominiously sus- 
pended at Tyburn. The head was then cut 
off, u pike-staff thrust through it, and, with 
I hose of tho noble Ireton nnd Bradshaw, it 
was placed on the outer wait of Westmin- 
ster Hall. Years and years it remained 
there, exposed to the elements and the jibes 
of an ignoble dynasty, until at last nature, 
kinder than man, loosed the grasp ofiroti, 
and the skull rolled into the parapet of the 
hall. As .soon as it was missed a search 
was instituted for it, but without success, 
and few of all that people in iho vast metro- 
polis have any idea that it is .Hill iu exist- 
ence. Yet such is actually the fact, 


The skull was perceived by a sentinel in 


his rounds, who instantly secreted it tinder 
hia cloak and conveyed it home, where he 
kept it carefully concealed until his death. 
The widow then conveyed it to the Cam- 
bridge Russell family, who gave her the sum 
of two hundred pounds for it. In this line 
it remained, until a member of the family, 
who, through extravagance, had become in- 
volved, sold, it to the grandfather of the pres- 
ent proprietor, the lion. Mr. Wilkinson. By 
him it is guarded us a sacred relic, being 
until recently secreted entirely, and even 
now but rarely exhibited. 


That it is tho veritable head of Cromwell 


there is abundance of proof. Rumors of its 
existence were rife iu London half a century 
ugo, and able articles wero written in sup- 
port of the belief at the time, but not until 
'vecntly, from prudential reasons, has the 
fact been made patent. Besides the docu- 
mentary evidence, and oral testimony of 
the parlies directly concerned in its preser- 
vation, there is sufficient internal evidence 
to convince the most skeptical. In si/.e of 
brain, in contour of features, and in gener 
al appearance, there is a striking similarity 
to all the busts and portraits extant of the 
" Protector.1' Fla.xmun, the eminent sculp- 
:or, has carefully examined it, and unhesi- 
tatingly pronounced it genuine. The chief 
marks ot identification tiro tho largo wait 
on the right eyebrow, the strongly marked 
chin, and the end of the broken iron pike, 
which has rusted deep in the skull. 


Having from various sources gleaned the 


above information, and being desirous «if 
seeing the century-guarded relic, i obtained 
a note slating my object, and yesterday 
rode out to the residence of Hon. .Mr. Wil- 
kinson, at Bromley, Kei,t, npar the metrop- 
olis. Mr. Wilkinson, a few years since, was 
member of Parliament from Lambreth, but 
laving, under a sense of duty, voted for the 
opening of the Crystal Palace on Sabbaths, 
IB became so unpopular with his constitu- 
ency tlmt he was not sustained, and since 
then haa been 5n private life, 
Being pos- 


sessed of ample means and refined taste, he 
has taken great pains in ornamenting his 
residence, aud it will favorably compare 
with tho charming homes that ono meets 
with everywhere among the seats of the 
gentry throughant Knghwd, Tho situation 
is delightful, nnd tho surrounding landscape 
U one of almost faultless loveliness.

velvet-like lawn is guv with beds of rarest 
und sweetest flower*; huge old oaks throw 
their shadows across the wide park, and 
beautiful lOngli.sh cattle browse deep iu the 
nhaile of the grand old trees. 


Being shown into the drawing room, a 


lady in the prime of life, and of elegant 
person, soon made her appearance. 
It v^as 


the accomplished daughter of Mr. W., in 
whose care the relic had long been confi- 
ded. ' tyith the manners of the true gentle- 
worqan, sho readily granted my lequeal as 
soon as it was mivde known, the juorc es- 
pecially ns tlie stranger was an American. 


Soon a large wooden box was brought 


into the apartment mid opened. Enclosed 
in it was a mtic-h smaller one of luahqgany, 
with heavy brass hinges. 
I/ifting it care- 


fully out, two or three coverings of cloth 
and silk were successively removed from 
the object within it, a.n.4 Iben. wasi displayed 
the veritable head of Oliver Cromwell. 


Deep and varied wero my emotions when 


that renowned head was first disclosed to 
my view. I could scarcely realize that I 
was indei:4 filing on the brain that had 
once been so mighty in intellect, so sttipeu- 
duotH in power. As vision after vision of 
the stern Puritan's eventful life roso before 
me, I stood transfixed in thought. For a 
moment—a moment only—I dared to grasp 
the sacred relic in niy hand ; then laying it 
reveraitly down. I turned away froaj the 
head of Cromwell. 


From leing embalmed, the flesh is in n 


dry, shrivelled state, but the features are 
remarkably distinct, and the dark hair i.s as 
natural n.s life. The huge wart ou the 
right t»yo brow is plainly visible, ftud the 
end of the iron pilce is all rusted with ex- 
posure to the elements, only a couple of in- 
ches remaining above the skull. Altogeth-

LiOnDO .', May 30, I860. 


In ono of my^oiteiiugs among the raonu 


meuts that hallo.w. and., beautify Tforld-re- 


wnej Westminister Afibev, the thoaght of 
, 
stern old " Piotectoi " so wrought upon 


my fancy, that I at once determined toglean 
all I could relative lo the final disposition 
of his re.mains. 


Nenrly two hundred yeai- Lave rolled 


away since the death of Olivei Cromwell 
Changeful as weie his foUunes in. lite, tFie 
vicissitudes A^hich befel liib eirthly remains 
were not less striking. When, deatli'.struck 
down the renowned .champion of ecclesias-. 
tical right and religious liberty, bis body. 
was embalmed and interred in great pomp 
in Westminster Abbey. " After the restora- 
tion of the Stuarts it was disinterred, agree- 
ably to a sentence which, will forever black: 
en thab kingly name, and ignominious])- sus- 
pended at Tyburn.' The head was then cut 
off, a pike-staff thrust through; it, and, with 
those of the noble Iretoii and Bradshaw, it 
was placed on .the outer wall p.f .Westmin- 
ster Hall.; Years and, years it remained 
there, exposed to the elements and the jibes 
of an ignoble dynasty, until at last nature, 
kinder than man, loosed the grasp of iron, 
and the skull rolled into the parapet of the. 
hall. As soon as it was missed a search 
was instituted for it, but witb'out success, 
and few bfall. that people in the vast metro- 
polis ri'ave any idea" that it is still in exist- 
ence. Yet such is actually. the fact. 


The skull was perceived by a sentinel in 


his rouuds, who instantly secreted it under 
his cloak and conveyed it ;home, where he 
kept it carefully concealed until his death. 
The widow then conveyed it to the Cam- 
bridge Russell family, who gave her. thesum 
of two hundred pounds for it. In this line 
it remained, until .a member of the. family, 
who, 
through extravagance, had become in- 


volved, sold(it to the grandfather of the pres- 
ent proprietor, the Hon. Mr.^Wilkinson, By 
him it is guarded as a .sacred relic, being 
until recently secreted entirely,, and even 
now but rarely exhibited. 
: . . 


That it is the veritable head of Cromwell 


there is abundance of proof. Kumors of its 
existence were rife in London half a century 
ago, and able articles were written .in sup- 
port of the belief at the time, but not until 
recently, from prudential .reasons, has the 
fact been made patent. , Besides the docu- 
mentary evidence, and oral testimony of 
the parties directly concerned in its preser- 
vation, there is sufficient intsirnal evidence 
to convince the most skeptical. .In size of 
brain, in contour of features, and in gener 
al appearance, there is a striking similarity 
to all the busts and portraits extant of the 
"Protector/' Flaxman, the eminent sculp- 
tor, has carefully examined it, and unhesi- 
tatingly pronounced it.. genuine.' The chief 
marks of identification lire the large wart 
on the right eyebrow, the strongly marked 
chin, and the end of the broken iron pike, 
which has rusted deep in the skull. 


Having from various sources gleaned the 


above information, and being1 desirous of 
seeing the century-guarded relic, I obtained 
a note stating my object, acid yesterday 
rode out to the residence of Hon. Mr. Wil- 
kinson, at Bromley, Kent, npa:p the rnetrop> 
olis. 
Mr. Wilkinson,, a fewyenrs since, was 


member of Parliament from Lambreth, but 
having, under a' sense of duty, voted for the 
opening of the Crystal Palace on Sabbaths, 
he became so unpopular with his constitu- 
ency that lie was not sustained, and since 
then has been in private .llfci . Being pos- 
sessed of ample means and refined taste, he 
has taken great pains in ornamenting his

NOAIf NEWELL'S. 


By O. J. DEAKBOP.N. 


LONDON, May. 30, 18GO. 


. In one of my. loiteringa among the mouu- 
ments that hallow and beautify world-re- 
nowned 'Westminister Abbejythe thought of 
the stern old •'' Protector" so wi-ought upon 
my faucy, that I at once determined to glean 
all I could relative lo the final disposition, 
of his remains. 
; 


Nearly two hundred years have rolled 


away since the death of .Oliver Cromwell. 
Changeful as. were his fortunes in life, :the 
vicissitudes which befel his earthly remains 
were not less striUing. 
When death struck 


down the reuoM'-aed champion of ecclesias- 
tical right and religious liberty, his body 
was embalmed and interred, in great pomp 
in Westminster Abbey.. After the restora- 
tion of the Stnarts it was disinterred, agree- 
ably to a sentence which will forever blauk- 
en that kingly name, and ignominiously sus- 
pended at Tyburn. The head was then .out 
of}', a pike-staff thrust through it, and. with 
those of the noble Iroton and Bradahaw, it 
was placed on the outer wall of Westmin- 
ster Hall. Years and years it remained 
there, exposed to the.elem.ent3 and the jibes 
of an ignoble dynasty, uutilat last nature, 
kinder than man, loosed the grasp of iron, 
and the skull rolled into the parapet of the 
hall. As soon as it was missed a search 
was instituted for it, .but without success,- 
and few of all that people in the vast metro-, 
polis have any idea that it is still in exist- 
ence. 
Yet such is actually the fact.. 


The skull was perceived by a sentinel iu: 


his rounds, who instantly secreted it under 
his cloak acd conveyed it home, where he 
kept it carefully concealed until his death. 
The widow then conveyed it to the Cam- 
bridge liussell family, who gave her the sum 
of two hundred pounds for it. 
In this line 


it remained, until a. member of the family, 
who, 
through extravagance, had become in- 


volved, sold it to the grandfather of the pres- 
ent proprietor, the Hon. Mr. Wilkinson. By' 
him it is guarded as a sacred relic, being 
until recently secreted entirely, and even 
now but. rarely exhibited. 


That it is the veritable head of Cromwell 


there is abundance of proof. Rumors of its 
existence were rife in London half a century 
ago, 
and able articles were .written in sup- 


port of the belief at the time, but not until 
recently, from prudential reasons, has the 
fact bean made patent. Besides the docu- 
mentary evidence, and . oral testimony of 
the parlies directly concerned in its preser- 
vation, there is sufficient internal evidence 
to convince the most skeptical. 
In. size of 


brain, in contour of features, and in geuer 
al appearance, there is a striking similarity 
to all the busts and portraits extant of the 
" Protector." Flaxrnan, the eminent sculp- 
tor, has carefully examined it, and unhesi- 
tatingly pronounced it genuine, The chief 
marks of identification are the largo wart 
on the right eyebrow, the strongly marked 
chin, and the end of the broken iron pike, 
which has rusted deep in the skull. 


Having from various sources gleaned the 


above information, and being dosirous of 
seeing the century-guarded relic, I obtained 
a note stating my object, and yesterday 
rode out to the residence of Hon. Afr. Wil- 
kinson, at Bromley, Kcr.t, near the metrop- 
olis. Mr. Wilkinson, a few years since, was 
member of Parliament from Lambreth, but 
having, under a sense of duty, voted for tho 
opening of the Crystal Paluce on Sabbaths, 
he became so unpopular with his constitu- 
ency that he was not sustained, and since 
then has been in private life. 
Being pos- 


sessed of ample means and refined taste, he 
has taken great pains in ornamenting his 
residence, and it will favorably compare 
with tho charming homes that one meets 
with everywhere among the seats of the 
gentry throughout England. The situation 
is delightful, and the surrounding landscape 
is one of almost, faultless loveliness, 
The 


velvet-like lawn is gay with beds of rarest 
and sweetest, flowers ; huge old oaks throw 
their shadows across the wide park, and 
beautiful English cattle browse deep iu the 
shade of the gra-ncl old trees, 


Being shown into the drawing room, a 


lady in the prime of life, aud of elegant 
parson, soon made her appearance. It was 
tlie accomplished daughter of Mr. W., in 
whose care the relic had long been confi- 
ded. 
With the manners of the true gentle- 


woman, she readily granted my request as 
soon as it was made known, the more es- 
pecially as the stranger was an American. 


Soon a large wooden box was brought 


into the apartment and opened. 
Enclosed 


iii it was a much smaller one of mahogany, 
with heavy brass hinges. 
Lifting it care- 


fully out, two or three coverings of cloth 
and silk were successively removed from 
the object within it, and then vv-as displayed 
the veritable head of Oliver Cromwell. 


Deep and varied were my emotions when 


that renowned head was first disclosed to 
ray view. I could scarcely .realize that I 
was indeed gazing on the brain that had. 
once been so mighty iu intellect, so stupen- 
duous in power; A's vision after vision of 
the stern Puritan's eventful life rose h.sfore 
me, I stood transfixed in thought. For a 
moment—a moment only—I dared to grasp- 
the sacred relic in my hand ; then laying it 
reverently down, I turned away from the 
head of Cromwell. 


'From being em'bilmei], the flesh- is in a 


dry, 
shrivelled state, but the features are 


remarkably distinct, and the dark hair is as- 
natural as life. 
The huge wart on the1 


right eyebrow is plainly visible, and-.the 
end of the iron pike is all rusted with ex- 
posure to tho elements, only a couple, of in- 
ches remaining above the skull. Altogeth- 
er, this interesting memorial:'of a by-goue 
century is in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion, and so lifelike are the features that 
there is little in them that is hideous or re- 
pulsive. In gazing on them I thought I 
could see the characteristics of the res'tless' 
being in the silent lineaments, and I could 
not avoid feeling that I was indeed reading 
a striking .commentary on the littleness 
of earthly greatness.

Sectionalism or the 


Party. 


Democratic 


' "We do not hear the democracy talking as 
much M they did about sectionalism. Ever 
since the republican party was formed that 
lias been tbe burden of their song; but this 
music, for some reason, has, of late, been 
hushed. Even that great '• national'' edi- 
tor Pump Carpenter, has not a word to say 
about it. We have been looking for the 
reason, and we find there are several. 
In 


tlie first place, there was a full delegation from 
five slave states iu the Chicago convention 
•which nominated the republican candidates. 
Then on the other hand when the Charles- 
ton convention met, the democratic party 
split on the slavery question, nud could 
neither nominate a candidate nor make a 
platform. This division between the north. 
tvnd the south was sectioned, and democrats 
all over the country felt that it was so, 
though they tave prudently said nothing. 
Ever since that event the word sectionalism 
has stuck in tteir throats, whenever they 
have attempted to apply it to the republi- 
cans. The Baltimore convention met with 
the same fate as its predecessor at Charles- 
ton, from the same cause. The south would 
not have a northern candidate, and the 
northern democracy revolted at the nomina- 
tion of a southern man. They declared 
that they would have Douglas or nobody, 
and the reason was that their party in the 
nortb had become so weak, in consequence of 
its support of pro-slavery doctrines, that 
they were in danger of utter extinction.— 
They mnst have a northern candidate, or 
go up. 


Hence t'iey were obliged to take a sec- 


tional position and exclude from their con" 
vention a sufficient number of southern men, 
to enable them to nominate Douglas. This 
they succeeded in doing, and when they had 
tbat body sectionalized to suit their notions, 
(only a few stragglers from the south re- 
maining.) they nominated Douglas. 
There 


were not as many representatives from the 
south iu the Douglas convention as there 
were at Chicago, nor did they represent a 
greater constituency. There are 183 elec- 
toral votes in the free states alone, and the 
highest vote cast in the Douglas convention 
•was 181. 
In the other convention, which 


nominated Breckinridge, the vote cast was 
120, wliile tbe full electoral vote of the 
south is 125. 
Both of these conventions 


•were sectional, and hence the whole demo- 
cratic party partakes of the nature of its 
" two wings." They divided on the only 
question which has ever been regarded as 
sectional, and the line of the division is the 
old one of Mason and Dixon, which was 
drawn between the north and the south a 
hundred years ago. 
Douglas was nominat- 


ed as the northern candidate, and Breckin- 
ridge as the southern. It is true that their 
platforms are both sufficiently pro-slavery ; 
there was no necessity of a division upon 
that score, und the disruption which followed 
was more about men than principles ; but 
the contest was between northern men on 
one side and southerners on the other. Here 
is the sectionalism which betrayed itself then, 
and which has broken out with so much vio- 
lence in the democratic party, all over the 
country. 
Notwithstanding this sectional 


division is apparent to every body outside of 
their organisations, the two democracies are 
claiming to be national—the only national 
parties in the Union ! 


Whatever may be their pretences, they 


know that they are hopelessly divided upon 
a sectional question—hence we shall, proba- 
bly, hear very faint accusations against the 
republicans for this offence. 
Democrats will 


be engaged during the campaign in taunting 
each other with an intention to dissolve the 
Union, and in this delightful employment 
tbey will forget to abuse the republicans as 
enemies of their country as has been their 
practice heretofore.

The following is an account,.given. _bj 


Prof.^Steiner of his ascension at Milwaukee 
on the 4th of July, and his subsequent ad- 
ventures with his balloOn : 


Left 4:40—wind west J north with, ascend- 


ing power of TOO pounds.. In 10 minutes 
reached an elevation of 5,000 feet going 
east J south at tbe rate of 45 miles an 
hour—bad now reached an elevation of 12,- 
000 feet, losing sight of Milwaukee—now 
surrounded: by a thunder storm—the light- 
ning flashing and thunder roaring, making 
the scene anything but a pleasant one.* I 
saw the steamer Detroit plowing her way 
across the lake—passed ber 35 minutes af- 
ter I left—soon left her far behind—also 
saw several sail vessels. The rain now be- 
gan to fall-fast, and increased the weight of 
my balloon so much that she, made a rapid 
descent-it required all my ballast'to be 
thrown overboard to keep her afloat—all 
the earth was shut out from my view, and 
the air became disagreeably cold—tbe ther- 
mometer, at.38°. .The rain continued for 
30 minutes, when I once more saw the 
eartb, the sun also commenced to shine on 
the balloon, and the gas expanding caused 
the balloon to ascend very rapidl}'. I now 
commenced to congratulate myself that the 
greatest danger was over, but scarcely was 
[ allowed to get a glimpse of the earth be- 
bre I was shut up again in another thun- 
der storm. . ,. 


I now gave up all hopes of reaching tbe 


shore before the balloon would come' dow 
jut I did all tbat could be done under the 
circumstances—threw 
overboard auchot 


rope and overcoat, and everything of weigb 
that was left in the car, but all of no use— 
down came the Europa. But not till the 
storm had passed off, when I could see 
plainly where I was. I found myself some 
ten miles from the mouth of tlie Kalama 
zoo river, and the atmosphere had become 
almost, calm. At 7 o'clock and 5 minutes 
p. M. I struck the water nine miles from the 
shore, coming down very gently, and a ligh: 
breeze still blowing from the west. But ir 
15 minutes it hauled to the east and bleii 
off. the shore, drifting me to «ea again—- 
could see no vessel or boat in sight. 
[ now 


found it impossible to reach the shore, 
knew if I could get up 8,000 feet I eonli 
strike the western current blowing east, 
therefore made up my mind that I wouli 
ascend into tbe rigging. 


I therefore got into the concentratinj 


hoop and cut away ray car. N«w I made 
beautiful ascension, and in three minute 
reached an elevation of 5,000 feet. 
Th> 


sun, which had set, rose to full view again 
and it was a most magnificent sight to se 
it as it rose up over the BUI face of the wa 
ter again. In fifteen minutes I was ove 
the beach, when I commenced a rapid d 
scent, but was struck by the under curren 
and driven ten feet into the lake about tw 
hundred yards squth of Kalamazod river 
The entire length of the voyage was 10 
miles, and occupied 2 hours and 30 minutes 
A short time:after I landed a crowd of fisli 
erman gathered around me, and with tliei 
assistance I conveyed my balloon to th 
light house, where I was kindly received b 
Mr. Nichols, the light keeper. I remaine 
there till the morning of the 6th, and the 
chartered a tug to bring me to Grand Ha 
ven. My basket came ashore 12 mile 
north of Kalamazoo river, and was picke 
up on the morning of the sixtb. Took, t-h 
steamer Milwaukee and returned here a 
10 v. M. last night, and would return lliaul 
to the fishermen and to the captain and 
clerk of the steamer Milwaukee for their 
cindness.

sine* the republican party was formed that 
Ltu been the burden of llieir song; but this 
music, for some reason, has, of lute, been 
bushed. 
Even that great '• natiotml" edi- 


tor Pump Carpenter, has not a word to say 
uboiit it. 
We have been looking for tbc 


reason, and we find tbere are several. 
In 


the first place, there was n full delegation from 
five slave states iu the Chicago convention 
which nominated tbc republican candidates. 
Then on the other hand when the Charles- 
ton convention met, tbe democratic party 
split on the slavery question, and could 
neither nominate a candidate nor make a 
platform. This division between tbe nortb 
nnd the south was sectional, and democrats 
nil over the country felt tliat it was so, 
though they Lave prudently said nothing. 
Ever since that event the word sectionalism 
lias stuck in tl-eir throats, whenever they 
have attempted to apply it to the republi- 
cans. The Baltimore convention met with 
the sarao fate as its predecessor nt Charles- 
ton, from the aarne cruise. 
The south would 


not havo a northern candidate, and the 
northern democracy revolted at the nomina- 
tion of n southern nmn, They declared 
that they would have Douglas or nobody, 
nnd the reason was that their party in the 
north hud become so weak, in consequence of 
in support of pro-alavery dotlrines, that 
they were in danger of utter extinction.— 
They must have a northern candidate, or 
go np. 


Ilenca t'»ey were obliged to take a sec- 


tional position and exclude from llieir con" 
wntion a .sufficient number of southern men, 
to enable them to nominate Douglas. This 
they succeeded in doing', and when they bud 
that body sectional!/ed to mil their notions, 
(only a few atragglera from the south re- 
maining,) they nominated Douglas. There 
were not as many representatives from the 
south in the Douglas convention n.i there 
were at Chicago, nor did they represent a 
greater constituency. There are 183 elec- 
toral votes in iho free »tates alone, and the 
highest vote cast in the Douglas convention 
was 131. In the other convention, which 
nominated Rreckiuridge, the vote oast was 
120, while the full electoral vote of the 
south ia 125. Both of these conventions 
were sectional, and hence the whole demo- 
cratic party nartakes of the nature of its 
"two wings." They divided on the only 
question which lias cvor been regarded as 
sectional, and the lino of the division is the 
uld one of Mason and Dixon, which was 
drawn between the north and the south a 
hundred years ugo. Douglas was nominat- 
ed as the northern candidate, and Breukin- 
ridge as the .southern. It Is true that their 
platforms are both sufficiently pro-slavery 5 
there was no necessity of a division upon 
that score, nnd the disruption which followed 
waa more about wen than principles ; but 
the contest was between northern men on 
one side and southerners on the other. Here 
is the sectionalism which betrayed itself then, 
and which has broken out with so much vio- 
lence in the democratic party, all over the 
country. 
Notwithstanding this sectional 


division is apparent to everybody outside of 
their organisations, the two democracies are 
claiming to be national—the only national 
parties iu the Union ! 


Whatever mar be their pretences, they 


know that they are hopelessly divided upon 
a uactioiial question—hence we shall, proba- 
bly, hear very faint accusations against the 
republicans for this offence. 
Democrats will 


be engaged during the campaign iu taunting 
each other with an intention to dissolve the 
Union, and in this delightful employment 
they will forget to abuse the republicans as 
enemies of their country as has been their 
practice heretofore.

The following is an account given bi 


Prof. Steiner of his ascension ut Milwaukee 
on the 4th of July, and his subsequent ad- 
ventures with his balloon : 


Left -WO—wind west \ north with ascend- 


ng power of 100 pounds. 
In 10 minutes 


reached an elevation of 5,000 feet going 
east I south at the r;ite of 4.'> miles an 
tiour—had now reached an elevation of 12,- 
000 feet, losing sight of Milwaukee—now 
surrounded by a thunder storm—the light- 
ning flashing and thunder roaring, making 
the acene anything but a pleasant one. I 
saw Iho steamer Detroit plowing her way 
across the lake—passed her .'53 minutes af- 
ter 1 left—soon left her far behind—also 
saw several sail vessels. The rain now be- 
gan to full fast, and increased the weight of !inil 
my balloon so much that she made a rapid 
dcsrent-it required all my ballast to he 
thrown overboard to keep her afloat—all 
the earth was glint out from my view, and 
the air became disagreeably cold—the ther- 
mometer at US0. The rain continued for 
l!0 minutes, when I once more saw the 
earth, the sun also commenced to ahine on 
tho balloon, and (he gas expanding caused 
the balloon to ascend very rapidly. I now 
commenced to congratulate myself that the 
greatest danger was over, but scarcely was 
1 allowed to get a glimpse of tho earth be- 
fore 1 was shut up again in another thun- 
der htonu. , 


I now gave up all hopes of reaching the 


shore before the balloon would come down, 
but I did all that could he done under the 
circumstances—threw overboard anchor, 
rope and overcoat, and everything of weight 
that was left, in the car, but ull of no «•>(•— 
down ciuiii; the Europa. But not till tho 
storm had passed oti', when I coultl see 
plainly where I wan, I found myself some 
ten miles from the tuouth of this Kalatna- 
y.oo river, and Ihe atmosphere had become 
alums* calm. At 7 o'clock and i> tniiiulcH 
r. M. I struck the water nine miles from the 
sh«;n>, coming down very gently, und u light 
bivp/.e still blowing from the west. 
Hut in 


15 minutes it hauled to the east, and blew 
on" tbt; shore, drifting me to nca K"uin— 
cuuld sirii no vessel or boat in sight. 
I now 


found it impossible to reach the shore. I 
knew if 1 could get up 8,000 feet I could 
strike the western current blowing cast, I 
therefore: made up my mind that I would 
ascend ititu the rigging. 


I therefore gat into the concentrating 


hoop mid cut away my car. 
N*w I made a 


beautiful ascension, and in three minutes 
reached nn elevation of ;"i,OOQ feet. 
The 


sun, which hud set, rose to full view again, 
and it was a most magnificent sight to ace 
it as it rose up over the nusface of the wa 
ter ujrain. Iti fifteen minutes I was over 
the beach, when 1 commenced a rapid de 
scent, but was struck by the under current 
and Jiivoii ten feet into the lake qbout two 
hundred yuids squth of Kalamazoo river. 
The entire length of tho voyage was 101! 
miles, and occupied 2 hours and l>0 minutes 
A short time after I landed a crowd of (Uh- 
erman gathered around rap, and with their 
assistance I conveyed my balloon tu the 
light house, where I was kindly received by 
Mr. Nichols, the light keeper. 
I remained 


there till the morning of the (ith, and then 
chartered a tug to bring me to Grand Ha- 
ven. My basket came ashore 12 mile.s 
north of Kalatuazon river, nnd was picked 
up OH the morning of tho sixth. Tnuk tbt 
steamer Milwaukee and returned here nt 
10 i'. M. la-t night, ami would return thanks 
to the fishermen and to tins captain and 
clerk of iho steamer Milwaukee for their 
tinil nesi.

Tlie Sectionalism or <ne Democratic 


We do not hear the democracy talking as 


much as they did about sectionalism. Ever 
since the republican party was formed that 
has been the burden of their song; but this 
music, for some reason, has, of late, been 
hushed. Even that great " national " edi- 
tor Pump Carpenter, has not a word to say 
about it.. We have been looking for the 
reason, and we find there are several. In 
she first place, there was a full delegation from 
five slave states in the Chicago convention 
which nominated the republican candidates. 
Then on the other hand when the Charles- 
ton convention met, the democratic party 
split on the slavery question, and could 
neither nominate a candidate nor make a 
platform. This division between the north 
and the south was sectional, and democrats 
all over the country felt that it. was so, 
ihoush they have prudently said nothing. 
Ever since that event the word sectionalism 
has stuck in their throats, whenever they 
have attempted to apply it to the republi- 
cans. The Baltimore convention met with 
the same fate as its predecessor at Charles- 
ten, from the same cause. The south would 
not have a northern candidate, and tho 
northern democracy revolted at the nomina- 
tion of a southern man. They declared 
ihat they would have Douglas or nobody, 
and the reason was that their party in the 
north had become so weak, in consequence of 
its support of pro-slavery doctrines, that, 
they were in danger of utter extinction.— 
They must have a northern candidate, or 
go up. 


Hence they were obliged to take a sec- 


tional position and exclude from their con- 
vention a sufficient, number of southern men, 
to enable them to nominate Douglas. 
This 


thev succeeded in doing, and when they had 
that body sectionalized to suit their notions, 
(only a few stragglers from the south re- 
maining.) they nominated Douglas. 
There 


were not as many representatives from the 
south in the Douglas convention as there 
were at Chicago, nor did they represent a 
greater constituency. There are 183 elec- 
toral votes in the Jree states alone, and the 
highest vote cast in the Douglas convention 
was 181. 
In the other convention, which 


nominated Breekinridge, the vote cast was 
120, while the full electoral vote of the 
sonth is 125. Both of these conventions 
were sectional, and hence the whole demo- 
cratic party partakes of the nature of its 
"two wings." They divided on the only 
question which has ever been regarded as 
sectional, and the line of the division is the 
old one of Mason and Dixon, which was 
drawn between the north and the south a 
hundred years ago. 
Douglas was nominat- 


ed as the northern candidate, and Breekin- 
ridge as the southern. It is true that their 
platforms are both sufficiently pro-slavery ; 
there was no necessity of a division upon 
that score, and the disruption which followed 
was more about men than principles ; but 
the contest was between northern men on 
one side and southerners on the other. Here 
is the sectionalism which betrayed itself then, 
and which has broken out with so much vio- 
lence in the democratic party, all over the 
country. 
Notwithstanding this sectional 


division is apparent to every body outside of 
their organisations, the two democracies are 
claiming to be national—tho only national 
parties in the "Union ! 


Whatever may be their pretences, they 


know that they are hopelessly divided upon 
a sectional question—hence we shall, proba- 
bly, hear very faint accusations against the 
republicans for this offence. 
Democrats will 


Le engaged during the campaign in taunting 
each other with an intention to dissolve the 
Union, and in this delightful employment 
they will forget to abuse the republicans as 
enemies of their country as lias been their 
practice heretofore.

The following is an account given by 


Prof. Steiner of his ascension at Milwaukee 
on the 4th of July, and his subsequent ad- 
ventures with his balloon : 


Left.J:;40—wind west J north with ascend- 


ing power of 100 pounds. In 10 minutes 
reached an elevation of 5,000 feet going 
east if- south at the rate of 45 miles an 
hour—had now reached an elevation of 12,- 
000 feet, losing sight of Milwaukee—now 
surrounded by a thunder storm—the light- 
ning flashing and thunder roaring, making 
the scene anything but a pleasant one. I 
=aw the steamer Detroit plowing her way 
across the lake—passed her 35 minutes af- 
ter I Ieft--soon left her far behind—also 
saw several sail -vessels. The rain now be- 
gan to fall fast, and increased the weight of 
my balloon so much that she made a rapid 
descent-it required all my ballast to be 
thrown overboard to keep her afloat—all 
the earth was shut out from my view, and 
the air became disagreeably cold—the ther- 
mometer at r>83. The rain continued for 
30 minutes, when -I once more saw the 
earth, the sun also commenced to shine on 
the balloon, and the gas expanding caused 
the balloon to ivscend very rapidly. I now 
commenced to congratulate myself that the 
greatest danger was over, but scarcely was

fore I was shut up again in another thun- 
der storm. 


I now gave up all hopes of reaching the 


shore before the balloon would come down, 
but I did all that could be done under the 
circumstances—threw overboard anchor, 
rope and overcoat, and everything of weight 
that was left in the car, but all of no use- 
down came the Europa. But not till the 
storm had passed off, when I could see 
plainly where I was. I found myself some 
ton miles from the mouth of the Kalama- 
zoo river, and the atmosphere had become 
almost calm.

p. M. I struck the water nine miles from the 
shore, coming down very gently, and a ligh 
breeze still blowing from the west. But in 
15 minutes it hauled to the east and blew
